^DETROIT (AP) — The arrest 
of 11 persons — including two 
girls— was announced today in 
connection with a number of 
rjcent bombings in the Detroit 
area, several of them aimed at 
police owned cars. 

2the defendants were accused 
specifically in connection with 
eight bombings dating back to 
/JUg. 30, when a blast at the 
13th Police station parking lot 
damaged an officer’s private 
car. 


Other bombings hit a Macomb 
County draft board office in; 
Roseville, a school administra- 
tion building in St. Clair Shores, • 
a U. S. Army vehicle at a re- 
cruiting office parking lot, the 
C.I.A. office at Ann Arbor .and 
the Institute for Science Build- 
ing at the University of Michi- 
gan. 

Detroit Police Commissioner 
Johannas Spreene said investi- 
gators are seeking eight more 
youths in the bombings. 

THOSE ARRESTED, ranging 


in age trom is io z*t, weie 
charged with “conspiracy to 
place explosives with intent to 
damage property.” Conviction 
could bring a maximum sen- 
tence of 25 years in jail. 

Some 40 to 50 investigators 
cooperated in probing the bomb- 
ings, Spreene said. 

These included members of 
the FBr, the Detroit Police Nar- 1 
cotics Bureau, the Detroit Po- 
lice Special Investigation Bu- 
reau, Michigan State Police and 
several others in the metropoli- 
tan Detroit area. 

Lt. William McCoy of the 
Special Investigation Bureau 
said more warrants are expect- 
ed to be issued as the investi- 
gation continues. 

“WE HAVE NO EVIDENCE 
that the defendants were mem- 
bers of any formal organized 
group,” he said. 

McCoy said a quantity of 
marijuana had been confiscated 
during some of the arrests. 

McCoy said that the investiga- 
tion indicated that the bomb- I 
ings were of an “anti-establish- 
ment” nature. He said some 
were former college students. 

Recorders Court Judge Thom- 
as Poindexter issued the war- 
' rants Saturday, and the arrests 
were made over the weekend. 

One of the youths, Antoine 
Daghuyt, 18, appeared before 
Poindexter yesterday and stood 
mute to the charge. He was 
jailed in lieu of $25,000 bond, 
and date for examination was 
set for Nov. 19.
